NOTICE TO LOCAL SHIPPING 


From the Singapore Free Press ofthe 8th 
inst, we take the following extracts :— 

The work of erecting stand-pipes is progres- 
sing-well andas soon as there isa sufficient 
number on the large main, the side mains in 
some of the thickly populated side streets will 
be cut off and householders will have todraw 
their supplies from the stand-pipes. 

All that can be done in the way of watering 
the streets with salt water is being done, but 
with a supply of water carts limited to eight, 
the watering area is necessarily restricted. 


THE SH'PPING. 

In-accordance with instructions the supply 
of water to local shipping was stopped to-dry 
Telegrams have now been sent to all local ports 
and such ports as Madras, Colombo, Rangoon 
and Hongkong to this effect.

Last May Rev, R. E, Chambers 
brought this matier to’ the attention of the 
Missionary Conference. The Conference was 
of the opinion that if this matter was properly 
laid before the Chinese government the tax on 
native books would be removed. Acommittce 
was appointed and the following letter’sent to 
the British, American and German Consuls 
with the request that they use their influence in 
getting the duty on Chinese books removed :~ 

Gentlemen :—At the meeting of the Canton 
Missiqnary Conference held May 28th, the 
undersigned wese appointed a committee to 
present through you to the prupe: persons, the 
unanimous request of the Conference tht all 
Chinese books passing (rom one port of the 
Wmpire to another should be free frou all 
Customs’ charges. 

Qa behalf therefore of the Conference we 
beg to p esert this request to you ‘and that you 
will forward it through the proper Channels to 
those whe have power to act inthe matter, We 
shall be grateful, and we speak for the entire 
Conference, if you will adel the weight of your 
personal commendation to the request and take 
any further steps that you think may help to 
assure the desired end. 

Please note several things concerning the 
fee 

. It refers only to Chinese banks, ie hake 
ahaa in the Chinese language. 
2. It refers to Chinese books only 


wheo 
passing from one part af the Chinese Fmpire 
to another and not when imported ar es partnd 
to other countrins. 

There are several considertioss that have 
prompled this request and which 1 ceeme 
should commend it. 

1, China takes pride 
natlon, and it would be most fitting for her thus 
to make an exception in the eave of literature 

2 Now that China ts reforming her educa: 
tional system, books ought to be made as cheap 
as possible, so that all classes of people may be 
able toobtaia them at the lowest possible price. 
The burden of Customs’ charges rests 6nally 
upon readers and students, 

3. China is the only great nation that taxes 
books passing from ane part of its territory to 
another. According to the present system not 
only one duty but two and sometimes more are 
often levied before the books reach their 
readers. In the interests of erlightenment and 
in the interests of the future prosperity of this 
great empire this request is re pectfully sub- 


mitted.

This ubiquituus knowledge 
is a little disconcerting to those inclined to 
wander froni the narrow path of strict integrity, 
but [incline to fancy that it is being a litte 
forced. Yuan is fwellaware that this shrewd 
observation wili be favourably regarded py 
foreigners, and many of them are avowedly 
much impressed with his strictness. But 
shall personally feel more imterested if itis still 
as noliceable some nionths hence. There is 
something of the burlesque in the assertion 
that under Yua.’s regime even the pulice cit- 
not be bribed, It is effective ; butisntvuc? It 
ig then we may confidently look fur Yuan’s 
removal in the near future, for no mortal 
Chinese can be expected to stand being denied 
their heaven bestowed privilege of getting 
when and what they can. 

The word squeeze reminds one of the bitter 
pill which it would seem the home govern- 
ment is afer all going to make us swallow in 
the new C mmercial Treaty, Everyone here is 
bewildered by the vague and unsatisfactory 
statements being made by Reuter which would. 
lead one to suppose that the die has been cast 
and the irrevocable step'taken. flere in the 
north trade has not suffered at the hands of 
likin to the same extent as the southern trade, 
this not being a distributing centre hike Shang- 
But the burden of the increased tariff 
will fallon us as on them, and it is ayoodly bit 
of trade which is called upon to bear it! 

The Taitoi general in Fengtica is stated to 
be pe friendly terms with the Russians and 
spares no pains to please them, as they have 
promised him security and prosperity for his 
family against all comers, and he accordingly 
does all that they demand. He naturally is 
strongly in favour of the Kussian occupation. 
The Central Gavernmeat realize that it: 15 
hopeless to censure a man so placed, and their 
policy is rather to speak him fair and ask him 
politely to give the Russians a little push if he 
can. 

From other Chinese officials in Mancharia 
it is learnt that so complete is 

RUSSIA'S SWAY 
now that no Chinaman can be promoted by the 
Government to a higher post without Russian 
approval, and they investigate the suitability of 
every transfer before it is made. 

The story now being carefully circulated is 
Uhat Prince Su himself threw up the Peking 
Octroi as he hus other positions and the work 
was too much. This is of course nonsense. 
Prince Suis not a man to mind work, The 
Peking Octroi must be superinteoded by a 
Prince, and Jung Lu proposed that Prince 
Ching be given the post and that he himself 
he made Deputy Commissioner. This is ob- 
viously inthe hope that next year “as he will 
understand the work so well” an exception 
will be made by his being made Commissioner. 
In any ease he gets the plums as deputy. 
All the old staff are being dismissed and new 
men engaged and new regulation; made whicl 
enable all gifts for high officials like the Im- 
perial goads to pass through free. 

Prince Su is popular with nearly all foreigners 
on account of his frank and hearty 

ADOPTION OF WESTERN INSTITUTIONS 
and is partly no doubt on account of his pro- 
feacign proclivities that he bas been ousted 
from his post. He is slightly whimsical and 
lacking ia dignity for a Chinese official too, 
and does the most eccentric things from a 
Chinese standpoint, The other day he dressed 
up and acted on the stage, and be not infre- 
quently dons foriego clothes and goes to dine 
at a foreign hotel, which of course is all very 
outrageous in the Octroi Commissioner, Poor 
ald Su: 

A proclamation has been issued locally, 

FEMITTING ALL TAXATION 

on meat, fruit, vegetable, chickens, eggs, millet 
and fuel coming’in from the country, and half 
tax on rice, soy, oil, salt cabbage, cotton, etc.
